Our  policy  has  always  been  to  sell  and  ship  nothing  but  first 
class,  strong  live  plants;  just  the  kind  you  would  select.  In 
nursery  stock  as  well  as  in  many  other  lines  of  merchandise  the 
best  is  the  cheapest. 

WE  GUARANTEE  all  stock  sold  by  us  to  be  true-to-name, 
free  from  injurious  diseases,  and  to  reach  you  in  good  growing 
condition.  If  shipment  arrives  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition 
notify  us  immediately  and  we  will  gladly  make  an  adjustment. 
A  certificate  of  inspection  by  State  Department  of  Agriculture 
certifying  our  stock  is  clean,  will  accompany  each  shipment. 

We  further  guarantee  to  replace,  free  of  charge,  any  stock 
except  Evergreens,  purchased  from  us  at  prices  listed,  that  does 
not  grow  the  first  season,  where  plants  have  been  properly 
planted  and  cared  for,  providing  we  are  notified  before  Septem¬ 
ber  1st,  after  planting.  Evergreens  will  be  replaced  at  one-half 
the  purchase  price,  when  proper  care  has  been  given  them. 

SHIPPING — Small  orders  are  usually  shipped  parcel  post 
prepaid  at  catalog  price,  unless  we  are  otherwise  notified. 
Shrubs  however,  as  well  as  trees  and  other  large  plants  are 
shipped  by  express  where  possible.  Better,  stronger  plants  can 
be  shipped  this  way  and  condition  upon  arrival  is  better.  All 
orders  are  packed  with  plenty  of  damp  moss  to  protect  roots 
and  no  harm  will  result  where  plants  cannot  be  planted  im¬ 
mediately;  in  this  case  be  sure  to  keep  them  moist  and  cool. 

Visitors  are  welcome  at  all  times  to  our  nurseries.  We  are 
located  on  state  trunk  highway  No.  21,  only  a  short  distance 
west  of  Oshkosh,  on  concrete  road.  Come  and  see  us  during  the 
spring  or  summer  when  the  roses,  shrubs  and  perennials  are  in 
bloom.
